The Germans, bewailing§ that 
winter had set in again after an 
early March thaw on some south- 
ern sectors, told of 13 below. zero 
temperature (Fahrenheit) in the 
Crimea, 22 below in the central 
sector and 31 below in the north, 
with strong northeastern winds 
piling up snow.so deep that even 
sledges were stopped in the cen. 
ter and north. 

The great industrial city of 
Kursk, one of Hitler’s winter forts 
280 miles south of Moscow, has 
been isolated by the Russians who 
have.penetrated both to the north 
and south and cut the vital rail- 
way back to the supply base at 
Konotop, 150 miles to the west 
and halfway to Kiev. 

Fierce fighting the past few 
days around Orel, 200 miles south 
of Moscow, has resulted in the

WASHINGTON, March 16.—() 
Legislation to recapture’ profits 
over 6 per cent on war contracts 
and to void for the war's duration 
all and union contracts iim 
iting hours of work, requiring 
overtime pay On arms production 
was laid before the house today. 

Twin bills introduced by Repre- 
sentative Howard Smith, Demo- 
crat, Virginia, and by Chairman 
Vinson, Democrat, Georgia, of the 
House Naval Committee 
would forbid any requirement for 
union membership as a condition 
of employment in a concern work- 
ing on a contract for the War or 
Navy departments. 

While no one at the capitol ex 
pected the administration sup- 
port all aspects of this legislation, 
there were indications that it 
might favor some relaxation of 
work and pay restrictions. Con 
gressional leaders reported after a 
White House conference that Pres- 
ident Roesevelt had informed them 
that the entire subject of labor 
legislation was under study. 

It was apparent that there was 
strong sentiment among many leg 
islators for enactment of some la 
bor measure. 

In the senate, Senator Lee, Dem 
ocrat, Oklahoma, declared “the 
time 1s overdue for congress to 
pass legislation for an all-out war 
effort, preventing not 90 per cent 
of profits but all profits.” And, 
he said, the 40-hour week should 
be removed at once. 

Representative Wickersham. 
Democrat, Oklahoma, told the 
house he had received 13,000 let- 
ters on the subject in five days 
and that he had hired 13 girls 
with money out of his own pocket 
to answer them. Representative 
Disney, a Democratic colleague 
from the same state, displayed an 
armful of. letters and telegrams 
which he said protested “racket- 
eering and strikes and our failure 
to suspend the 40-hour week.”

Different Stories 

Increasing frequency of German surrenders 
to the advancing Soviet armies may be the 
forerunner of a repetition of that situation 
on the west front in the first World "War, when 
the favorite word of untold thousands of Ger- 
man troops was “Kamerad” as they hastened 
to seek the comparative safety of an Allied 
prison camp. 

The Russians report that these captured 
German troops tell how their commanders 
continuously exhort them to “hold on until 
early spring,” when strong Nazi reinforcements 
are promised for the long-heralded spring of- 
fensive by the German armies. — 

However, speaking at the Zeughaus in Ber- 
lin, Adolf Hitler, self-appointed generalissimo 
of all German armed forces, told a different 
story. He made no reference to any “spring 
offensive,” but admitted that the Nazi “drive 
of annihilation” against the Soviet has been 
postponed until midsummer. 

It does not take two guesses to know the 
reason for that" postponement. The answer 
lies in the heroic fighting of the Russian 
armies, in the brilliant leadership of their gen- 
erals and in the war production of the workers 
of all the Allied Nations, providing the ma- 
terials of war. 

It is the consensus of opinion at Washing- 
ton. now, that if the Axis does not decisively 
win the war by next August, it can never win 
it. American war production is accelerating 
at a speed which will, even, outdg the goals 
set by President Roosevelt in his speech of 
December 9. 

Materials of war are going to some parts 
of the world ahead of promised schedule and 
all our allies will be receiving them in faster 
and faster tempo as soon as transportation, 
both on land and sea, is perfected. 

t is written on the wall of fate that Adolf 
Hitler will have to go before his people to 
tell of many more “postponements” of victory 
for his brutal force. 

The day will eventually come when the 
German people will not be so easily hood- 
winked. When even they, in the straight- 
jacket of censorship as they are, will realize 
that it is not Hitler who is deciding to post- 
pone, but the growing might of the Allied Na- 
tions which is determining his “postponements” 
for him. 

When that day comes there will, once again, 
be but one dominant cry from the throats of 
Germany. It will be the cry of people who 
know no limit to their own brutality when the 
whip is in their hands, but a people who be- 
come whining suppliants for mercy as soon 
as defeat stares them in the face. 

That cry will be the hypocritical whine, 
“Kamerad!” 


A decent world can never accept such as 


the Nazi perpetrators of race hatred and pagan 
barbarism as comrades untli they have atoned, 
to the last bitter drop, for the curse they 
spawned upon a world, 

They must first find redemption of their 
own foul national soul before the decent, free 
world can again accept their plea and treat 
them as comrades and fellow citizens of a 
world that would know justice and peace 


forever.

in the Junior Chamber. 

Since the selective service act first began 
to operate the Atlanta Junior Chamber has lost 
approximately half of its membership to the 
colors. Of those remaining many more will 
go, as their numbers in the draft are reached. 


Yet, knowing this, the national Junior 
Chamber of Commerce was the first organi- 
zation to publicly indorse the selective service 
law. : 

The local Jaycees are pushing a program 
of immense civic value. They are leading a 
campaign for the eradication of syphilis. They 
are working in the local school systems on the 
getting of jobs for graduates and their activi- 
ties in civilian and national defense are wide. 

It is inevitable, the problems of an 
America at war grow more pressing this or- 
ganization will be called on, more and more, 
to render community service. Yet, as the 
members answer the call to their country’s 
service, fewer and fewer are left -to carry on 
these vital services at home. 

Hence the urgency of the Junior Chamber's 
membership campaign. 

Membership provides to all young business- 
men between 21 and 35 opportunity for intelli- 
gent co-ordinated service and leadership for 
the community.

What’s Cooking? 

When the Japanese, on December 7, plunged 
the Pacific into the vile broth of war, they 
set to stewing a fury of destruction that will, 
eventually, leave their country but a fifth- 
rate Eastern power, if that. They wrote the 
future of agony and privation that inevitably 
will be the price paid by their own people for 
treachery and betrayal. 

That the day is rapidly drawing nearer 
when that storm of retribution shall break 
over the islands of Japan herself was clearly 
indicated in a number of diverse news re- 
ports and observers’ stories published over the 
weekend. 

Individually these separate stories may not 
mean so much; together they amount to 
conclusive evidence careful, widespread 
plans by the Allied Nations which are steadily 
nearing completion. When all is ready, never 
doubt, the hurricane of Allied might will de- 
scend in unrelenting fury upon the land of 
Nippon. 

Air Marshal Sir Richard Peirse, chief of 
the RAF in India, tells of the establishment 
of an American air headquarters in that coun- 
try and adds, “We are going to carry the war 
into the enemy’s country, into Japan.” 

A London dispatch from Stockholm asserts 
Russia has issued “battle orders which can be 
put into instant operation” at Vladivostok, on 
the Siberian coast near Japan, and at the near- 
by new naval base at Nikolaevsk. It seems to 
be generally believed these orders are to fore- 
stall any Japanese attack against Siberia, but 
it must not be forgotten the same orders may 
be used for offense, as well as defense. And 
it is a comparatively short hop for bombing 
planes from Vladivostok to the cities of Japan. 

Work is also being rushed, it is reported, on 
a chain of airdromes in the American-owned 
Aleutian Islands, which would connect this 
country with the Kamchatka peninsula of 
Sfeeria. Early delivery of American planes by 
this route is expected by the Russians, it is 
stated. 

There are reports, too, of triple-tracking of 
the vital trans-Siberian railway, linking west- 
ern Russia with Siberia and the eastern coast. 
There are reports of numerous Russian recon- 
naissance planes over the Gulf of Tartary. 
Fleets of special, flat-bottom motor boats are 
being seen in the Amur river. 

The Soviet is quoted as making the flat 
assertion that its Siberian army has been in 
no way weakened by withdrawal of forces for 
the western front. That Soviet Siberian army 
is said to number 3,000,000 men, well equipped. 
Once a sufficient force of bomber and fighter 
planes reaches Vladivostok from the United 
States, Japan may well order a defense alert 
over every square mile of her home territory. 

There is something cooking, today. Some- 
thing that will be fearfully disagreeable for 
Japan.

WASHINGTON PARADE

HOUSING PROBLEM WASHINGTON, March 16.—President 

Roosevelt's proposal: for utilizing a 
part of Washington's considerable public park area for construction 
of temporary dormitories to relieve the wartime housing situation is 
one that may appeal to a number of cities over the country having 
Similar problems. 

Washington still is the nation’s No. 1 housing problem. War 
workers are pouring in at the rate of 1,000 a 
week. The number will increase as times goes 
on. It is estimated by government economists 
that the population increase will amount to 
250,000 before the war is over. Hotel rooms 
are as scarce as hen’s teeth. Houses and apart- 
ments are all but impossible to find. 

To relieve the situation, Mr. Roosevelt has 
suggested that housing authorities put up the 
dormitories along the Mall, a great strip of 
capital beautification area stretching some 15 
or 20 blocks through the heart of the down- 
town section from the foot of the capitol to 
the Lincoln memorial. 

Many other cities with acute housing prob- 
lems could do the same thing. All or most of 
them have vacant park space available for 
Similar use. Experts on the subject estimate 
that months could be saved. Prefabricated de- 
mountable houses, now widely used in centers 

of war production, would be suitable for the purpose. This type 
of building can be put up quickly and inexpensively. 


NO TIME TO PREPARE (The great need of the hour is 

prompt action, not only here but 
over the country generally. Ordinary preparations for housing 
projects consume a great deal of time. There is the iand to be 
bought, the preparations to be made for its use, extension of gas 
electric and sewage lines. 
; In most cases, the time factor could be eliminated by utilizing 
city park areas. Usually they are already on these service lines. 
[he ground is already prepared. Temporary housing could be 
thrown up at a minimum of cost and operation. Land acquisition 
problems could be dispensed with. Also most park land is already 
within the area of city police and fire protection. Moreover, it is 
likely to be reasonably near schools and transportation systems 
obviating the necesstiy for adding these facilities where war work- 
ers and families are involved. 

The tire shortage is cited as another argument in favor of the 
President's proposal. Tires are going to be harder to get. Develop- 
ment of outlying housing districts would make it necessary for more 
people to rely on their own automobiles for getting them to their 


places of work, 
EASIER TO MOVE Again the argument of civic leaders who 
foresee the danger of city park areas de- 
stroyed by housing. projects, there is the reminder that it will be 
much easier to get rid of the eyesores after the emergency than if 
they were built in some other place. The demountable type of con- 
struction proposed is not very durable and would be about ready 
to come down on its own after a few years, anyway. But the pres-

uratively is hit right In the nose and that the 
sound of it is the explosion touching off a new trend in adminis- 
tration and prosecution of the war. 

I hope they hit Mr. McNear hard and that it means the 

start of government hotly in action. 

I hope it means that they will go ahead and 
ration right now, the things that need to be 
rationed if that rationing is needed to win 
the war. 

I hope it means putting in jail a few traitors: 
the use of the power the government has to 
prosecute the war on all fronts, domestic and 
the fighting lines. 

There is nothing I have against Mr. McNear 
personally. 

Ile has become a symbol. 

He runs a short railroad, 239 miles between 
Efitner, Indiana, and Keokuk, Iowa. 

He was requested to submit his part in the 
controversy to the board af arbitration set up 
to cover railroad strikes. This he refused to do. 

The President yesterday sent him a wire 
reading: 

“In these times of war, I must insist that 
the national agreement that there shall be no strikes or lockouts for 
the duration of the war, and that the procedures for the settlements 
of labor disputes as set forth in the executive order creating the 
National War Labor Board must be complied with by all American 
employers and labor groups.” It was. signed by Mr. Roosevelt 
as President. 

Reflect for a moment. 

The President of the United States is forced to stop in his ter- 
rifically busy day, in the midst of trying to organize the nation to a 
greater war effort, and spend some time with the arrogant head 
of a 200-mile railroad. 

There will be, I guess, those who will applaud Mr. McNear. It 
seems to me he is trying to sabotage the national agreement; that 
he is preening in the spotlight and is very proud of the fact he is 
able to attract national publicity. 

He is going to have his way—or else. No one can decide 
this but Mr. George McNear—and to hel! with the rest of the nation. 

He would have been shot long ago in Germany. 

Over here I trust they figuratively hit him right in the nose. 
He has it coming to him. If he then refuses to obey the orders 
of the commander-in-chief he ought to be sent to jail as would be 
any soldier who disobeyed an order from his commander. He got 
the order signed by the commander-in-chief. We are at war. 

How big does Mr. McNear think he is anyhow? 


SOME HOT ACTION The answer to all that’s going on is for 
Mr. Roosevelt to pull up his socks, take 
a deep breath and go into action. 

He has been too easy with the opposition. 
the opposition some basis for argument. 

It is true the opposition now is, ironically enough, leading the 
chorus in saying that ‘“‘Washington hasn’t told us what to do,” and 
that a few months ago they were the loudest in protesting against 
any effort by Washington to tell them what to do. 

Now, however, one of the chief plaints is—‘‘He hasn’t told us 
what to do.” 

It is, of course, a tremendous job. There always are a few 
George McNears. It is a huge country. It has state governments 
and municipalities. There are conflicts—as we have seen in our 
own small local effort—between the city and county. Magnify 
that by several thousand and you will have some explanation of 
why it is difficult to collect scrap: to set up civilian defense, to 
ration, to carry out the things the war demands. 

If Mr. Roosevelt does not become more direct and positive, those 
who oppose him will turn that failure against him even though, 
before December 7, that was their chief complaint. 

We need the government hotly in action and as such the gov- 
ernment will hit all George McNears right on the nose. And hard. 


WHO IS IMPORTANT? Maybe, though, all of us have come 
to think of ourselves and our feelings 
about the war a little bit selfishly. 

I think they ought to give us this war and let us feel it; let us 
weep over it, rejoice over it, and pray over it. 

Except for the homes where the telegrams have come saying, 
“The War Department regrets to inform you—” the soldiers and 
sailors all seem so far away and the sunken ships don’t seem real. 

But, after all, suppose you don’t feel so good about the war— 

Suppose, as you peer at your lathered face each morning, and 
you say to yourself, “I don’t feel so good about things. Things 
look terrible. What’s wrong?” some little voice would say: 

“Quit whining, you! Shut up that-big mouth of yours. You 
get out and get down to work and do your job and quit trying to 
make yourself feel important!” 

That might help. 

Let’s quit whining about morale. 

I’m sick of the word. 

Let’s quit sniping at the administration. Let’s quit yelping at 
the English for being stupid and at the Indians and at Gandhi 
and at Civilian Defense. For God's sake, let’s quit being-so self- 
important. about the war. 

Even if they won't give it to us as yet—even if it 
best to them to withhold the news, let’s quit whining. 

I do wish, though, Mr. Roosevelt would pull up his socks and 
start in swinging and hitting all the McNears and ali the little 
two-bit Fascists in the nose.

Away Childish Things 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Some days ago, word came from the Philippines thag our young 
soldiers in the front line were asking for New Testaments or asking 
their chaplains to tell them about God. 

Let no agnostic or cynic safe at home in America, prove himself 
base and ignoble by sneering at them. It is not fear of death that 
turns their minds to God. If they were afraid of dying, they would 
run or surrender—and all the world knows that no men ever faced 
death with more gallant courage. 

It is not fear that turns them to God, but understanding and awe. 
For the first time in their lives, they are aware of death. 

Going about our ordinary affairs, or even driving at reckless 
speed on crowded highways, we are never aware of death as some- 
thing that concerns us personally. We know that all living things 
must die, but death is something that happens to other people. 

Despite all of our wisdom and philosophy, we still retain the 
mental blind spot that makes us incapable of realizing that death 
will come inevitably and soon to each of us. Some merciful pro- 
vision of nature dims our comprehension, so that we perceive but 
vaguely the one clear fact in man’s experience. 

If we could realize the certainty of death, as a condemned pris- 
oner dges on his way to the place of execution—if we could look 
ahead and see what little time we have—only the strongest would 
have the courage to continue the business of living. 

Not even the soldier believes that death is certain, or is resigned 
to it. He believes in his heart that he will escape it. Yet in the 
presence of sudden and awful and multiplied death, his eyes are 
opened and he sees the truth. He can almost feel the black wings 
brush him as they pass; he can almost see the gateway that leads 
to eternity. 

And because death at last is real, his soul hungers for some 
assurance that death is not the end, and in child-like humility and 
honesty he tries to find his way to God. 

We can all fool ourselves, when we feel secure, and avoid anxiety 
about the hereafter by refusing to think about it; but we mature 
quickly in the presence of death, and nothing seems important 
except the assurance of God’s love and forgiveness.

Welles Asserts 


Speech Implied Knowl- 
edge of Impending 
Downfall, He Says. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—() 
Sumner Welles, Acting Secretary 
of State, asserted today that Adolf 
Hitler now knows that his down- 
fall is near, 

Welles made this statement in 
commenting on. Hitler’s speech in 
Berlin yesterday. The German 
leader predicted the ‘‘complete 
destruction” of Russia’s armies 
next summer and went on to say 
that President Roosevelt not only 
would fail to create a new Europe 
but would “bring about the col- 
lapse of his own world.” 

The significance of Hitler’s Sun- 
day speech, he said, is to be found 
not in its boasts and promises, but 
in the fact that ‘‘there implicit 
In every word and every phras»> 
Hitler’s own recognition of his im- 
pending downfall and of the in- 
evitable conquest of the German 
armies,” 

“The magnificent resistance of 
the Russian armies and the de- 
feats which they have _ inflicted 
upon the forces of Hitlerism,” 
said. Welles, “have in great part 
been responsible for bringing this 
to pass. These are the very 
armies whose annihilation § Hitle 
announced many months ago.”

Steel Orders 
Ot 3 Railroads 


Deliveries of Plates Halt- 
ed Until Inventories 
Are Reduced. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—(4’) 
Because of swollen inventories 
three railroads were cut off by 
the War Production Board today 
from further deliveries of steel 
plates. 

The action, against the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, the New 
York Central and the Louisville & 
Nashville railroads, was the first 
of its kind taken under terms of 
the steel plate allocation order. 
Steel mills were instructed to 
make no further shipments to the 
lines except for boilers and fire- 
boxes. 

WPB said that inventory reports 
required by it showed that the 
Pennsylvania Railroad had stocks 
of plates on hand approximately 
seven times greater than the road's 
average monthly use; the Louis- 
Ville and Nashville had _ inven- 
tories 13 times the average month- 
ly use and the New York Central 
more than seven times the aver- 
age monthly requirement. 

Plate steel has been under strict 
allocation since December 1, be- 
cause of heavy demand in the 
shipbuilding program, and all 
users are required to hold their 
stocks down to a “practicable 
working minimum.” 

Officials said the three railroads 
probably would not receive new 
shipments until their supplies had 
dwindled to minimum levels,
